Just a year before he scored 
a goal in his hometown team's first 
franchise victory Yogi McKay was an out-of-shape 
salesman who said his pro soccer career was finished. 


But reports of the death of this salesman were greatly exaggerated. McKay, an 
accomplished midfielder with high school, college and amateur ties to Rochester, 
had one more run left in him, as a local pro. 


In 1995, Pat Ercoli, the Rhinos” coach, went out to gather a team, and he sought 
a player with pro experience and a link to Rochester to be his first signing. McKay 
fit the bill, almost; there was the small fact that he had retired from pro soccer. 
But Ercoli saw McKay excel with Team Lapine, a local team that reached the 
United States Amateur Cup final in 1995, and tried to talk him into becoming the 
first Rochester Rhino. 


“He still had the stuff, but he was maybe 30 pounds overweight,” Ercoli recalled. 
“He needed to motivate himself to try it again, if he was going to do that. Yogi saw 
it as an opportunity to show the Rochester community what he's been doing all 
this time.” 


McKay had been in soccer locally since his days in the Greece Little Guys Soccer 
Club, back in 1972. But not since 1985 — when he starred at Monroe 
Community College — had he made waves in Rochester. 


And McKay, at age 30 content with his life away from pro soccer, didn't 
immediately catch Rhinos fever. 


“When Pat called me, I said to him, 1 don't think you'll be able to pay me 
(enough) to make this worth my while'," McKay said. “I gave up a lot to come 
and play for the Rhinos. I took a pay cut to play here.” 


“But to play in your hometown, that's something that I really wanted to do.” 


Soon, McKay knew he would need to convince his wife, Aileen, that resuming his 
pro soccer career was vital to him. But it wouldn't be easy. The couple's marriage 
was not yet a year old, and their first child would arrive the following July. 


“There was definitely concern,” McKay said. “My wife, she's pretty shy; she likes 
to stay in the background of things. And I knew that playing is not an easy life, 
being on the road all the time. It's a single man's game.” 


“But you know, in life if you take a risk here and there, the reward can be much 
greater. To me, I thought of this as the thrill of a lifetime. And she has been very 
understanding.” 


Each time McKay puts on his Rhinos uniform, there is 2 new version of that thrill. 
From the night he scored the goal as Rochester beat Vancouver for its first win; 
to the night Frontier Field opened just five days after his son, Cameron, was born; 
to the Rhinos' appearances in U.S. Open Cup and A-League championship 
matches - there's always a bit of little Andrew McKay, playing in the city in which 
he learned about soccer and life. 


Andrew McKay Sr. knows the feeling of playing soccer in Rochester, for he did so 
in the mid-1960s with the North American Soccer League's Rochester Lancers. | 
McKay (pronounced Mick-EYE) moved to Boston from Scotland in 1958, and | 
Yogi was born seven years later. 


Yogi's first organized-sports experience was with the Charlotte Youth Baseball 
League. But McKay didn't exactly threaten Lou Gehrig's consecutive-games-played 
streak before trading in his stirrups for shinguards. 


“Soccer was a lot more exciting than baseball for me,” he said. “It’s just a faster- 
moving game.” 


His skills were noticeable, even as an 8-year-old when he ran circles around 
house-league opponents. But McKay says that through high school there was 
usually a teammate who garnered most of the attention from opponents and 
scouts. For many years, that was John Pietak, who played with McKay in youth 
leagues, high school and college. 


“He had a lot more physical ability than I did,” said McKay, who measured 5-foot- 
5 and 130 pounds when he graduated from Greece Arcadia. “It seemed like I was 
always following in his footsteps. But his getting more of the attention inspired me 
to play harder. I never became complacent.” 


In 1983, Arcadia lost to Webster in the sectional playoffs. Webster coach Ralph 
Wager was about to leave his post for Catawba College in Salisbury, N.C. McKay 
said his size prohibited him from attracting many offers, but Wager saw McKay's 
potential and invited him to NAIA Catawba. (McKay grew three inches and added 
20 pounds between high-school graduation and the start of his college freshman 
year.) 
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McKay had such an outstanding freshman season that, with his improved size, he 
harbored aspirations of transfering to an NCAA Division I school. He elected to 
head to MCC in hopes of becoming a junior-college transfer after his sophomore 
year. 


But MCC discovered an ineligible player in its midst and was forced to forfeit its 
place in the regional finals, denying McKay an opportunity to show his stuff. For 
it’s at the late playoffs that D-I coaches get the infrequent chance to scout the 
lower levels. 


McKay chose to reattend Catawba, where he also played intercollegiate golf. He 
graduated in 1987 and by 1990 was playing for the Orlando Lions of the A- 
League. McKay’s tenure in the league continued from 1991-93 with Ft. 
Lauderdale. 


Four years in the A-League gave McKay an interesting perspective on the Rhinos’ 
chances when Rochester started out in 1996. 


“I knew how tough it would be,” he said. “We had 15 guys who had never played 
together before. We went 1-and-5, well I knew we were gonna go 1-and-5.” 


The Rhinos made the in-season transition from Fauver Stadium to Frontier Field 
smoothly, and almost as smooth was their transition from cellar-dwellar to 
contender. 


“The organization made some real good changes,” said McKay, who played in 22 
games last season. “We had a lot of guys with indoor experience. Well, outdoor 
and indoor are two different games. So we took the emphasis off our two indoor 
stars (Hector Marinaro and Zorin Karic). Then we brought in Henry Gutierrez 
and Lenin Steenkamp, two guys who were outdoor veterans. That's when it all 
changed. 


“That's when we became 11 guys who would work hard and work together.” 


Now having been to the two finals, the Rhinos, in only their second season, are 
considered an A-League favorite. But this year's in-season changes have been 
disruptive in comparison, and the team went 6-and-7 after a 4-0 start. 


“That's where Hector Marinaro deserves some credit,” says McKay, of the long- 
time indoor star who elected to focus solely on indoor after one year with 
Rochester. “He had to adapt to being a role player, which he did brilliantly. We 
miss certain things about him. So far this year, it's been a struggle to get everybody 
on the same page.” 


The intuition of recognizing his role on a team, whatever it may be, is part of what 
makes McKay such an asset. With the 1997 Rhinos, his role, in his words, is: 


“Go both ways, offense and defense, and work my (butt) off. We've got some real 
talented players, but on any team, you need a balance. I’m kind of in a defensive- 
midfield role; I tackle hard and defend hard.” 


“I think Yogi is indicative of this town,” said McKays teammate, Rhinos 
goalkeeper Billy Andracki. “He is a blue-collar worker. He gives you his heart. 
Whatever he may lack in talent, he more than makes up for it with his work rate.” 


McKay senses that. 


“T think the people of Rochester have that mentality - work hard,” he said. “They 
see me as a local kid, an extension of Rochester, and they say that they like what 
they see.” 


With almost half the A-League season, the U.S. Open Cup and the postseason still 
ahead, the Rhinos certainly have time and talent to assemble a championship 
squad. 


“The expectations this year are obviously a lot higher,” McKay said. “We've shown 
flashes of brilliance, but as a team, it hasn't clicked yet. Last year was such a 
dream season, it's tough to repeat such a season. You have to be more focused 
more determined.” 


Regardless of how it ends, McKay plans on playing one more season in the A. 
League and then pursuing opportunities in coaching. 


Of course, he hopes that final season is in Rochester, but his contract ends after 
this season and he said that he would consider other offers if he weren't asked 
back here. 


“I want to return,” he said. “I tend to think that if the team does well, the orga- 
nization will want to keep it together. But, if I left, I know 

my heart would always be in 

Rochester.”

A-League is top rung on USISL ladder 


The merger between the Ameri- 
can Professional Soccer League 
and the USISL was completed in 
October 1996 and has revitalized 
Division Il soccer, producing a 
consolidated product that is sure 
to be a winner in 1997 and 
beyond. 

The top rung on the 
USISL ladder, the A- 
League has grown 
from seven teams in 
1996 to 24 teams (in 
17 U.S. states and 
three Canadian 
provinces) for 1997, including six 
teams that played in the A- 
League in 1996 and 14 teams that 
were members of the USISL in 
1996, plus four expansion teams. 
In addition to its Division II status 
in the U.S., the A-League is the 
highest level of professional 
soccer in Canada. 

A development agreement 
between the USISL and Major 
League Soccer allows players to 
move up the professional soccer 
ladder. More than a dozen 1996 
MLS all-stars started in the USISL 


and moved up to MLS, including 
Marcelo Balboa, Paul Bravo, Dan 
Calichman, Mark Dodd, Mark 
Dougherty, John Doyle, Robin 
Fraser, Cle Kooiman, Jason Kreis, 
Brian McBride, Tony Meola, Steve 
Pittman, Steve Rammel, Tab 
Ramos, Mark Santel, 
Giovanni Savarese 
and Eric Wynalda. 
Thomas Rongen, 
the 1996 MLS coach 
of the year, was both 
a player and a coach 
in the APSL (a for- 
mer name of the A-League). 

The USISL-MLS agreement pro- 
vides for working relationships 
between specific clubs. MLS' 
Colorado Rapids called up two 
players from their A-League affili- 
ates - 1996 A-League Most 
Valuable Player and Rookie of the 
Year Wolde Harris of the A- 
Leagues Colorado Foxes and 
goalkeeper Marcus Hahnemann 
of the Seattle Sounders — before 
they started 1997 practices. Watch 
for many other players to shuttle 
between the A-League and MLS

The Seattle Sounders defeated 
the Rochester Rhinos 2-0 at 
Seattle on Oct. 6, 1996 to win 
their second consecutive A- 
League title. Two other teams in 


the A-League for 1997 won 
USISL titles in 1996: The 
California Jaguars defeated the 
Richmond Kickers 2-1 in a 
shootout at Richmond, Va. on 
Sept. ۱ to claim the USISL Select 
League championship and the 
Charleston Battery defeated the 
Charlotte Eagles 3-2 in a shootout 
at Charleston, S.C. on Aug, 24 to 
capture the USISL Pro League 
crown.

League. As part of the interleague agreement 
between MLS and the USISL, all D3 Pro 
League teams are official minor-league affili- 
ates of MLS clubs, providing for players

The D3 Pro League includes 39 teams in 
1997 and is the largest, in number of teams, 
of ће 051516 three outdoor men's leagues. 
Teams will play 18 “league” games and a 
handful of non-league games this year. The 
season begins in April and concludes with 
the championship on Labor Day weekend. 

An added element of excitement surround- 
ing the D3 Pro League in 1997 is the concept 
of promotion, long a standard in professional 
leagues around the world. Beginning this 
season, the D3 Pro League champion will be 
promoted to the A-League for the next sea- 
son, providing it meets Division Il criteria. 
Relegation — sending the last place team 
down to the next lower league — has been 
discussed by the USISL, but will not be 
enacted in 1997.

Talk to fans, opposing players, and officials across the A-League and NPSL about 
what they think of Fuseini Dauda and the response you'll get won't be very kind. 
Thug, enforcer, and hoodlum are all names that have been used to describe the 
Rhinos and defender. Most Rhinos' fans are all too familiar with the ugly incidents 
involving Dauda, including his involvement this season in a bench-clearing brawl 
with the Carolina Dynamo that led to a four-game suspension. However, what 
most fans aren't familiar with is that Dauda is only 22-years-old, and like most his 
age, is adjusting to new life without any safety net, that college or life at home 
provides. Dauda faces this transition largely alone in an unfamiliar city, struggling 
to master a new language, and earns his living on a public stage where thousands 
of fans judge his worth night in and night out. 


Not that Dauda allows his age nor the upheaval he's faced in the past two seasons 
to be an excuse for his actions. “No one is perfect, but I'm upset that fans come 
to the game and have to see that (the brawl with Carolina). I’m just glad that it 
happened early in my career, so I can hopefully learn from it and move on.” 


‘Moving on,’ is an expression that has come to typify the life of 62" 185 pounder 
who has gone from defender to forward and back again. Dauda’s father took his 
younger sister and older brother to Canada from Ghana in 1986 when he was 
forced to move because of job considerations. In 1992, Dauda and the rest 
of his family joined them. His older sister remained in Ghana to 
start a life of her own with her new husband. 


Although overjoyed to see his family 
reunited, Dauda left opportunity and the 
familiarity of his homeland behind. In 
Ghana, he played in the nation's highly 
competitive Second Division with Darkumar 
Super Marcas. The club was an affiliate of the 
First Division side Accra Great Olympics. 
Playing in Ghana, arguably Africa's finest soccer 
nation, could have led to offers to play in Europe 
with the world's best clubs. However, the 
concerns of Dauda's parents regarding his ability 
to handle life on his own at 17 caused him to put 
his young career aside. 


His family settled in the area around Montreal and 
Dauda began to reestablish the bonds with his other 
family members that had been strained by the distance 
between them. However, the growth of his relationship 
with his older brother Mohammed would be the one that 
led him back to professional soccer. 


Mohammed knew that his brother's combination of size, 
skill, and experience could dominate the local soecer 
scene. Together, they began playing in the regional amateur 
leagues, where Dauda, traditionally a defender, converted 
himself into a striker. “I made myself into a forward because 
my skill level was higher than my teammates, it was just easier 
for me to score goals.” 


After a brief time in the now defunct Canadian Soccer League, Dauda returned to 
the local amateur leagues where Rhinos Coach Pat Ercoli approached him after 
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an indoor match and asked if he was interesting in coming to Rochester for 4 
tryout. “I was excited, it was a chance to play professionally again,” said the now 
20-year-old Dauda. 


However, his parents' enthusiasm was dashed with 4 healthy dose of skepticism. 


“They were afraid, like all parents would be, about whether or not I could take 
care of myself. But, my brother was the one who believed in me and pushed me 
to take the chance.” 


“My brother is my best friend, my idol, and my biggest supporter. If it wasn't for 
him, I wouldn't be here right now.” 


Mohammed convinced Dauda’s parents to allow him to go to Rochester and 
renew his career. On his arrival, he was billed as a potent scoring threat and his 
size drew natural comparisons to Onandi Lowe, the dominating goal scorer for 
the Montreal Impact. 


Yet high expectations and youthful enthusiasm quickly mutated into questions 
regarding Dauda's skill and heart. Shortly after his 21st birthday, Dauda knew it 
was time for a change. “I went back to defender. I needed 
to do what was natural for me and to play the way I always 
thought.” 


Dauda went on to become the Rhinos' Ironman playing 
in 23 regular season matches and all eight playoff and 
U.S. Open Cup matches. Rather than gaining 
recognition because of his resemblance to Onandi 
Lowe, Dauda earn praise for his physical marking 
of Lowe and turned him into largely a non-factor in 
the team's matches versus Montreal. Dauda's

When Kevin Koetters’ wife 
arrived in Rochester in early July, he 

warned her that things could get a little hectic 
when she attended her first Rhinos game. 


“Indoors, we'd average 4,000-5,000 people. When Kathryn came in, she 
couldn't believe the stadium full of people,” said Koetters, the first-year Rhino 
defender. 


Koetters said he, also, was a little surprised by the crowds of 10,000-plus that 
surged to Frontier Field. 


“I heard Rochester had a great following, but I didn't really expect what I 
saw,” Koetters said. “It’s amazing. And what makes it special is that the people 
know soccer here.” 


Similar admiration is voiced by Nate Houser, another first-year Rhino 
defender from Kansas City. 


“This city is unbelievable on fan support. They sent chills down my spine at 
the home opener,” Houser remarked. “As a player and as a team, you can't 
ask for anything more.” 


Koetters and Houser are hoping to raise the Rhino faithful's enthusiasm to a 
fever pitch by bringing a title here. Is an accomplishment both are familiar 
with: they were teammates on the 1996-97 Kansas City Attack which captured 
the National Professional Soccer League indoor championship. 


Koetters and Houser have played four seasons together for Kansas City and 
enjoyed phenomenal success. The Attack swept Cleveland in the NPSL finals 
this year, and finished as playoff runner-up in 1995-96. 


Koetters has spent the past six winters with Kansas City. He also played 
outdoors for the Kansas City Wiz in the Major Soccer League last summer, 
starting six of 15 games. His other pro experience was for the Colorado Foxes 
of the A-League in 1990 and the San Diego Sockers of the Continental Indoor 
Soccer League in the summer of 1993. Prior to turning pro, Koetters twice 
earned NAIA All-American honors for Rockhurst College. 


Houser is also a two-time NAIA All-American. Although he has played defense 
for most of his pro career, Houser was a prolific scorer at Baker University. 
He set school records for goals (67), assists (38) and points; and ended up 


second in the nation his junior 
year with 31 goals. Houser 
recently completed his fourth 
winter with Kansas City and 
also competed in the USISL 
in the summers of 1995, at 
St. Louis; and 1996, at 
Hampton, where he was 
voted the Mariners' MVP. 


Houser admits that he 
misses being on the 
front line, and is hoping 
he can figure more 
prominently in the 
Rhinos' offensive 
scheme as the year 
goes On. 


‘Tve had just one assist so far 
(through July 12). I feel I should be contributing 
more,” Houser said. “Га been a forward for a long, long time, so Га 

been kind of used to scoring goals and having fun. I love my position, but 
hopefully I can move to more of a defensive-midfield position.” 


Houser is setting higher goals for his Rhinos team, as well, as it prepares for 
its stretch run. Although Rochester had posted a commendable 10-6 record 
through mid-July, he felt that the club had not played to its full potential. 


“Qur team can do whatever we want to do,” Houser stated. 


Koetters agreed, saying, “We've got a lot of quality players. Its just a matter of 
being on the same page.” 


At the same time, Koetters said he and Houser are not likely candidates for 
giving impassioned motivational speeches to their teammates. 


“I try to lead more by example, rather than ‘rah, rah, let's go,” Koetters 
remarked. “Nate is very easygoing. He just comes to work each day and tries 
to do his job; he's not very vocal.” 


Off the field, Koetters enjoys reading and golf. He credits Billy Andracki, the 
second-year goaltender, for helping support his love for the links. 


“1 was very impressed with Billy’s abilities to get us onto golf courses,” joked 
Koetters, an eight-handicapper, who has played with Andracki at such private 
courses as Irondequoit, Ridgemont and Cobblestone Creek. 


Houser, on the other hand, prefers college campuses to country clubs. 
Although his schedule is pretty crammed right now-Houser plays soccer year- 
round and is also preparing for his November wedding-he would like to 
attend law school and eventually teach law. 


“T love college; it’s a great atmosphere. I love being around people,” Houser 
said.

When you've been in your house 
for a number of years, you're 
always looking to expand and 
add more rooms to the 
structure. An extra family 
room, a finished basement or 

a deck built as an addition to 
the backyard. The Rochester 
Raging Rhinos are also 
looking to the future of 
professional soccer in the 
Flower City. While you can 
call the Rhinos a success 
story after only a year 
and a half in existence, 
the organization is 
looking to grow and 

expand. 


As a team, the Rhinos look to challenge for the A- 

League championship every year. That is one of the goals. But the 
organization also plans to stay in the community for many years to come, making 
a commitment to excellence both on and off the field. 


Off the field, the Rhinos front office will continue to work hard to service season 
ticket holders, maintain their presence in the community with player appearances 
and work with youth soccer programs in Western New York. While the regular 
season lasts six months, the staff works year-round to ensure that the Rhinos are 
open for business. 


On the field, Vice President/General Manager Chris Economides has a plan to 
keep the Rhinos competitive for many years to come. Rochester currently owns 
the contracts of three players. It is Economides' goal to own the rights to 10-15 
players year-round in the near future. 


“We would like to own the contracts of our key players” said Economides. “To 
have our starters and top reserves as our property assures that our core players 
are committed to our goal of championship teams. While we would never hold 
any player back from playing indoor professional soccer in the winter months, we 


want to be in the position of owning their rights and loaning the players out, 
instead of worrying how we are going to secure players for the upcoming season. 


“In a way, we can control where the players play indoor, and that would 
preferably be in Buffalo with the Blizzard so we can keep an eye on them. It's an 
ideal situation having an indoor team 75 miles down the road.” 


Economides also would like to develop the local players and add more Rochester 
players to the roster. “The Rochester-area has some talented players, and we want 
them to stay home and play for the Rhinos. Yogi McKay, Leon Minott and Chris 
Kennel are examples of home-grown products who have started the majority of 
our games. Younger players like Scott Miller, Nino Pilato and Joe Mercik are 
being developed to be regulars in the near future. We're excited about having 
local guys compete for a starting position. Our fans can relate to the local 
players.” 


One way to keep the Rhinos name in the news in the off-season is indoor soccer. 
An idea has been proposed for an indoor tournament to be played among four A- 
League teams in the winter, a mini six-game round-robin competition during 
December, January and February in each city. Rochester would be a natural 
selection, with The Arena at the Rochester War Memorial, home of the Rochester 
Americans of the American Hockey League, just down the street from Frontier 
Field. 


The Rhinos actually hosted three National Professional Soccer League indoor 
games last winter in the War Memorial, with the Toronto Shooting Stars as the 
“home” team. “The games were great, but soccer fans in Rochester need to be 
exposed a little bit more to the indoor game,” said Economides. “I think if we 
field a “Rhino” team, with players that fans can identify with, we can draw more 
fans to the games. The proposed tournament, with the right players, will be a 
SUCCESS. 


“The tournament will be great action, keep the players who do not regularly play 
indoors in shape, and its a good prelude to training camp in April,” continued 
Ecomomides. “ Plus it keeps the Rhinos name out in the public eye year-round. 
That's important for our marketing program.” 


The future of professional soccer in Rochester looks bright. With a committment 


to the community, the Rhinos plan to stay in the city on the banks of the Genesee 
River a long time.

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LAW I: Field of Play

LAW II: Ball The ball is made of leather or other safe, approved 
material: 27 to 28 inches in circumference, 14 to 16 inches, 
inflated to a pressure of 9.0 to 10.5 psi. 

LAW III: Number of Players A maximum of 11 players on 
the field for each team, one of whom must be designated as 
goalkeeper. Up to two substitutes may be used by each team. 
LAW IV: Players’ Equipment 
shinguards and shoes. The goalkeeper's jersey color must 
distinguish him from other players and the referee. A player may 
not wear anything dangerous to another player. 


Jersey, shorts, stockings, 


LAW V: Referee One referee is appointed for each match. He 
is responsible for enforcement of the Laws; serving as timekeeper, 
disciplining players; stopping the match if, in his opinion, a player 
has been seriously hurt; preventing persons other than the players 
and linesmen from entering the field without his permission. All 
decisions by the referee are final. 


LAW VI: Linesmen Two linesmen are appointed to assist the 
referee in controlling the match by indicating offside; when a ball 
has crossed a touchline and which team should put it back into 
play with a throw-in; when a ball had crossed a goal line and 
whether it should be put back into play with a goal kick or corner 
kick; when an infraction had been committed; and whether a goal 
has been scored fairly. 

LAW VII: Duration of the Games Two equal periods of 45 
minutes. The referee may extend the time for long or unusual 
delays, such as injury or time-wasting by a team. (Note: A-League 
rules call for a sudden-death overtime period of 15 minutes and, if 
necessary, a shoot-out tiebreaker when a match is tied after 90 
minutes of regulation play.) 
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LAW ҮШ: Start of Play The team that wins the coin flip can 
either choose which end of the field it wishes to defend or take the 
kickoff. Each team must remain on its own half of the field and the 
defending players must be a minimum of 10 yards away from the 
ball until it is kicked forward and rolled its full circumference. A 
goal cannot be scored directly from kickoff. After a goal, the team 
scored upon kicks off. After halftime the kickoff is taken by the 
team that did not kick off to start the game. Drop ball: When the 
referee stops play for a reason other than a rule infraction or a 
delay such as a player injury, he restarts play by dropping the ball 
where the ball was when the play was stopped. A drop ball is not in 
play until it hits the ground. 


LAW IX: Ball In and Out of Play The ball is out of play 
when (a) it has wholly crossed the goal line or touchline, whether 
on the ground or in the air, or (b) the game has been stopped by 
the referee. The ball is in play at all other times from the beginning 
to the end of a half, including when it remains on the field after 
striking the referee, linemen, goal post, crossbar, or corner flag; 
and after an assumed infringement of the Laws, until the referee 
stops play. 


LAW X: Method of Scoring A goal is scored when the whole 
of the ball has passed over the goal line, between the goal posts and 
under the crossbar while it is legally in play. 

LAW XI: Offside A player is an offside position if he is nearer 
to his opponents goal line than the ball, unless (а) he is in his own 
half of the field of play, or (b) there are at least two of his 
opponents as close or closer to their own goal. A player is 
penalized for being in an offside position only if, at the moment the 
ball touches or is played by a teammate, he is (in the opinion of the 
referee) (a) interfering with play or with an opponent, or (b) 
seeking to gain an advantage by being in that position. A player is 
not declared offside by the referee (a) merely because of his being 
in an offside position, or (b) if he receives the ball directly from a 
goal kick, corner kick or throw-in, or when it has been dropped 
by the referee. 

LAW XII: Fouls and Misconduct 
intentionally attempts or actually kicks, trips, jumps at, charges 
violently, charges from behind, strikes or spits at, holds or pushes 
an opponent, or handles the ball is penalized by a direct kick. Any 
one of these nine offenses committed in the penalty area by a 
defender results in the awarding of a penalty kick to the attacking 
team. A team whose player commits less fragrant fouls such as 
offside, dangerous play or obstruction is penalized by an indirect 
free kick. The referee may caution a player (or others) for 
persistent misconduct, dissent, ungentlemanly conduct or entering

the field without permission; the offender is shown a yellow cai 
The referee also may send off (eject) a player (or others) | 
violent conduct and/or serious foul play, foul or abusive langua; 
or persistent misconduct after receiving a caution. The player s 
off the field may not be replaced. 


LAW XIII: Free Kick A direct free kick from which a goal c 
be scored directly against the offending team; an indirect free ki 
from which a goal cannot be scored unless the ball has be 
touched by another player before entering the goal. In both cas 
the offending team’s player must be at least 10 yards from the b 
until the ball has been touched, and the ball must be still. (Note: 
League rules call for defenders to stand at least 15 yards from tl 
ball on all free kicks.) 


LAW XIV: Penalty Kick A direct free kick from the pena 
spot. All players except the player taking the kick and the opposi 
player taking the kick and the opposing goalkeeper must rema 
outside the penalty area until the ball is kicked.

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THE LINE-UP The official starting line-up must be 
submitted one hour before game time, with the starting 11 
listed first and then the substitutes. Players include the 
goalkeeper, the defense (sweeper, stopper, backs, marking 
back), midfielders and forwards (wing, striker). 


TIME The game is 90 minutes total, with two 45 minute 
halves, running time. After any scored goal the referee is to 
stop the time immediately and restart the time on the 
ensuing kick-off. If the regulation game time ends in a tie, 
one 15-minute, sudden-death overtime is played. If the 
game is still tied, a winner is determined by a shoot-out. 


SHOOT-OUT To break a tie at the end of regulation play, 
each side takes five attempts in a one-on-one confrontation 
between a shooter and a goalkeeper. The shooter begins 
with the ball at the 35-yard line and the goalkeeper starts at 
his goal line. After the referee blows his whistle, the shooter 
has five seconds to score on the goalie. Unlike a penalty 
kick, a shooter may advance the ball forward before 
shooting and a goalkeeper can move off of his goal line. 
After five attempts if the result is still a tie, the shoot-out 
goes into sudden death. Meaning, that the next team to 
score and to stop their opponent from matching their goal 
Wins. 


SUBSTITUTIONS A team is allowed to substitute four 
field players and one goalkeeper during the game. Once a 
player has been substituted , he may not return to the game.

If a player is injured and his team has used all four of their 
substitutions, he cannot be replaced with a substitute and 
the team must play a man down the rest of the game. 


FOULS Each time a player is charged with a violation of 
the Laws of the Game, resulting in either a direct or indirect 
free kick awarded to the opposing team, he shall be 
charged with a foul. Cautions (yellow cards) and ejections 
(red cards) are recorded as fouls. At the referees 
discretion, he may elect not to call a foul if the receiving 
team has an advantage on the play. 


DIRECT AND INDIRECT FREE KICKS A direct free 
kick is awarded for a foul such as pushing, holding, or 
tripping. An indirect free kick is awarded for infractions 
such as offsides, obstruction, and dangerous play. On a 
direct kick a player is allowed to score, however on an 
indirect kick the ball must be touched by another player 
before it crosses the goal line. A referee signals when a kick 
is indirect by raising his hand straight up until the ball 
makes contact with another player. 


OFFSIDES Offsides occurs when a player without the ball 
is between the last defender and the opposition goal. The 
play is whistled dead when offsides occurs. Offsides is not 
considered a foul, but is a team statistic. Calling offsides is 
primarily the responsibility of the referees assistants 
(linesman). This call is subject to the referees discretion 
more than any other call in soccer.

Advantage Clause Applied by the referee when, in his 
opinion, calling a foul would give an advantage to the offending 
team. No foul is called and the referee signals “play on.” 
Caution A disciplinary action taken by the referee against a 
player (or others) for persistent misconduct, dissent, ungentleman- 
ly conduct or entering the field without permission. The offender is 
shown a yellow card; a second offense brings a red card and the 
player is sent off. 

Center A ball passed from a wide position on the field into the 
penalty area. Also called a “cross.” 

Chip Pass lofted high over an opponent or opponents to a 
teammate. 

Charge Use of the shoulder to force an attacker off-balance and 
gain possession of the ball. 

Clearance A ball thrown (by the goalkeeper), kicked or 
headed by the defending team away from the its own penalty area. 
Corner Kick Direct free kick taken by an attacking player 
from the corner of the defending teams end of the field. A corner 
kick is awarded if a ball was last touched by the defending team 
before going over the defending team's goal line (but not into the 
goal). 

Defender Player who ordinarily is positioned near his own goal 
behind the midfielders and forwards and whose primary responsi- 
bility is the prevention of the opponent from scoring. Also called 
“fullback”. 

Direct Free Kick Usually awarded after a foul, a ball placed 
in a stationary position and which may be kicked directly into the 
opposition's goal without first being touched by another attacker. 
Corner kicks and penalty kicks are also direct free kicks. 
Dribble Action of a player who advances the ball with a series 
of short taps with the feet. 

Drop Ball Ball dropped by the referee between two opposing 
players to restart a game after a play has been stopped for a no 
penalty situation. 

Ejection A disciplinary action taken by a referee against a player 
(or others) for violent conduct and/or serious foul play, foul or 
abusive language, or persistent misconduct after receiving a caution 
(yellow card). The offender is shown a red card and sent off the 
field. He may not be replaced by another player. 

First-Time Pass Ball passed without the player first stopping 
it. Also called “one touch.” 

Forward Player who ordinarily is positioned ahead of the 
midfielders and whose primary responsibility is to create and score 
goals. An inside forward is called a “striker.” 

Goalkeeper Player who is positioned in his goalmouth and 
whose primary responsibility is the prevention of goals by the

opposition. The goalkeeper may use his hands while he is in his 
own penalty area, and his uniform must contrast with those of the 
field players on both teams. 

Goal Kick Indirect free kick taken by a defending player from 
the defending team's goal area. A goal kick is awarded when a ball 
was last touched by the attacking team before going over the 
defending team's goal line (but not into the goal). 

Half-Volley Kick taken just as the ball bounces off the ground. 
Hand Ball A ball touched illegally by a player's hand or arm. 


Heading Use of the head; usually the forehead at the hairline to 
pass, shoot, clear or control the ball. 


Indirect Free Kick Usually awarded after a minor 
infraction, a ball placed in a stationary position and which may not 
be kicked directly into the opposition's goal without first being 
touched by another attacker. 

Kickoff A ball placed in the center spot at midfield and kicked 
forward by an attacking player; used to start the game at the 
beginning of each half and after a goal has been scored. A goal 
cannot be scored directly from a kickoff. 

Lineman Two officials, each equipped with a flag, who assists 
the referee from the touchlines by signaling offside, when a ball has 
gone out of bounds and when a foul has been committed. The 
referee may choose not to act on a lineman's goal. 

Mark Guarding an attacking player. 


Midfielder Player who ordinarily is positioned in front of the 
defenders and behind the forwards, whose primary responsibility is 
to create a link between the defenders and forwards. Also called 
“halfback.” 

Nutmeg A ball played by an attacking player between the legs of 
a marker and retrieved by the same attacking player. 


Obstruction Action of a player who impedes an opponent by 
standing in or moving into his path without attempting to play the 
ball. 

Offside Position of an attacking player if he is between his 
opponent's goal line and the ball when the ball is played unless he 
is on his own half of the field or two opponents are no farther from 
the goal line than is the attacking player. A player cannot be offside 
if he receives the ball directly from a corner kick, goal kick, throw- 
in or drop the ball situation. 

Offside Trap Maneuver by a defense whereby the defenders 
move toward the opposing team's goal during an attack by the 
opposition to catch at least one attacker in an offside position. 
Overlap An attacking run by a defender that carries him past his 
own midfielders. 


Penalty Kick Direct free kick from the penalty spot after a 
major foul has been committed by the defending team in its own 
penalty area. The opposing goalkeeper must remain stationary on 
his goal line between the goal posts and all other players must be 
outside the penalty area and the able is kicked by an attacking 
player.

Overtime and Penalty-Kick Tiebreaker А feature of 
the A-League that comes into play when a match is tied after 90 
minutes of regulation time. Two extra periods of 7 minutes each are 
played; the match ends when a goal is scored. If no goal is scored, 
a penalty-kick tie-breaker is held. Each team takes five penalty kicks 
on an alternating basis.

Tackle An attempt to dispossess an attacker of the ball. ۸ 
common tackle is the slide tackle, which involves a sliding attempi 
to kick away the ball. 

Through Pass Pass that travels toward the goal between two 
or more defenders to a teammate, putting him in a position to 
score. 

Throw-In A throw executed by an attacking player from outside 
the touchline. A throw-in is awarded against the team that last 
touched the ball before it crossed a touchline. The player taking the 
throw-in must throw the ball onto the field over his head using both 
hands; he must also keep both feet on the ground either outside or 
on the touchline. 

Trap The use of the foot, thigh, chest, etc., by a player to bringa 
ball under control. 


Volley Kick taken before a ball bounces on the ground. 


Wall A line of three or more players positioned at least ten yards 
from the ball; used to help defend against a free kick. 


Wall Pass Pass in which an attacker sends the ball to a 


teammate (the “wall”) who immediately plays the ball back to the 
attacker who has to run to an open space. Also called “give and go" 
or “one-two.” 


Wing Area of the field near the touchlines. 


Winger An outside forward. Outside defenders are sometimes 
called “wingbacks.”

In the two year existence of the Rochester Rhinos, no player has assumed the 
role of the passer better then the player who wears the # 8 sweater, Thomas 
Joseph Tanner. More commonly known as Tommy to the fans, the Syracuse 
native has found a permanent home in the Rhinos midfield. 
In a game that often puts to much emphasis on the goal 
and the scorer, Tommy is content with his role as the 

aggressive, passing midfielder. 


Tommy hasn’t always played the role of the passer, as 
is evident by his goal scoring exploits as a two-time 
Parade Magazine All-American at Syracuse 
Henninger High School. As a forward in high 
school, Tommy was also selected to the All-New 
York State team three times and had no problems 
attracting Division I college coaches. He attended 
North Carolina State, where he continued to put 
the ball in the back of the net, which twice 
placed him on the All-Atlantic Coast 
Conference team. In his senior year, Tommy 
led the Wolfpack (with fellow Rhino 
teammate Henry Gutierrez and MLS star Roy 
lassiter) to an NCAA Final Four appearance 
and was named the team most valuable 
player for the season. 


So how did Tommy adjust from being a 
prolific scorer in high school and college to a 
passer in the professional ranks? Tanner explains, “I scored 
quite a bit as a forward in high school and college, but I always played like 
a midfielder. When I started playing pro indoors in Cleveland, I was on the 
same team as Zoran Karic and Hector Marinaro (two of the best indoor 
players ever) so I had no choice but to become a passer and became quite 
accustomed to it.” Tommy obviously made a successful transition from the 
scorer to the assist man, and the league agreed by naming him the 1991-92 
MISL Rookie-of-the-Year. 


Once Tommy settled in as a passer in the indoor game, his role as the set-up 
man carried over to his outdoor professional career with the Rhinos. After 
five seasons of playing indoor soccer, Tommy admits it took him quite a while 
to get reacquainted with the outdoor game again. “The transition was harder 
then I thought it would be, I hadn’t played outdoor since college, which was 
a five year layoff. It took me at least two months to adjust to the natural grass 
and to feel comfortable again outdoors.” Don’t let Tommy fool you, 
regardless of how long he thinks it took him to get comfortable, the modest 
midfielder was still able to tally enough assists (6) to finish second on the 
team, only one behind the team leader Hector Marinaro. 


“This year it was much easier to adjust and I felt comfortable within my first 
few outdoor games of the season.” Tommy does point out however, that 
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different passes are needed in the indoor and outdoor games. “The indoor 
game demands short quick passes to the feet, while in the outdoor game I am 
able to play more lofted balls, as well as balls into space so that our forwards, 
like Doug Miller and Jimmy Glenn can run on to them.” 


Passing is one part of Tommy’s game that he takes pride in. Playing soccer 
in the United States where a player is awarded two points for a 
goal and only one for an assist often deters players 
from passing, but this has no effect on 
Tommy. “I love to pass, its such a great 
feeling when a teammate scores on one of my 
passes.” Tommy also addresses the points 
system, “There is too much emphasis put on 
the goal, which is evident by two points being 
awarded to the scorer; I think the guy who 
passes the ball and gets the assist should get the 
same recognition as the goal scorer.” 


Assists are one statistic that can often be overlooked 
by statisticians, and every city has their own idea on 
crediting a player for an assist. This season, the 
league has added the double assist to be credited to 
the player who makes the second pass preceding the 
goal,awarded at the discretion of the statistician. With 
this addition, the statistics have become somewhat 
skewed in the assists category as certain teams give the 
double assist to every goal, while other teams never even 
think to recognize the double assist. 


Tommy doesn’t get caught up in worrying about statistics and 

he definitely doesn’t let it affect his play on the field. “My only 
responsibility is to play the ball, sometimes I can make a perfect pass and we 
end up with no result at all. The pass or the potential of an assist, is only as 
good as the player finishing it.” 


So how long can the Rhinos fans expect to see Tommy Tanner playing midfield 
in Frontier Field? According to Tommy, “As long as the Rhinos are in 
Rochester and I am still able to play; ГЇЇ always want to be a part of this team 
and city. This is a perfect situation for me, being able to play in the summer 
so close to home.” 


“I had no desire to play outdoor until professional soccer came back to 
Rochester. There were no teams in the Eastern area (the closest team was in 
Atlanta). I was content in the summer running and working at soccer camps.” 
Rhinos fans should feel lucky not only to have professional soccer back in 
town, but to be able to watch a player of Tommy’s caliber. 


As long as Rochester has a professional soccer team one thing is a sure bet - 
Tommy Tanner in the midfield creating for the forwards and continuing to 
tally up the assists.

On the field it's important to win. Off the field, it's also important to 
win. The Rochester Rhinos are successfully 
accomplishing both. 


After a successful inaugural season that saw 
the Rhinos advance to both the A-League 
championship game and the U.S. Open Cup 
final, the Rhinos organization's intention is 
to continue keeping Flower City soccer 

happy. The Rhinos are off to a fine start 
having held one of the top spots in the 
Northeast division through the month of 
July. 


As for off the field, the Rhinos take 
pride in serving the community, 
whether it is player appearances 
throughout the Rochester area or the hard work that is put 
into the ever-so-popular Rhinos Soccer School. That hard work pays 
off in loyal support; the Rhinos are averaging over 10,000 fans per 
game. 


With over 26,00 kids playing youth soccer in Rochester, the Rhinos 
feel that serving the youngsters in the area is very important. These 
young fans are what will help pro soccer in Rochester succeed in 
the next century. 


The Soccer Camp is in its second full summer, after a very 
successful first season where over 450 kids between the ages of 8 
and 16 honed their skills. According to Camp 
Coordinator/Youth Programs Director Pat 
Grow, the summer of 1997 has been no 
different. 


“With the popularity of soccer growing, 
especially here in Rochester, the camps 
have taken off. The Rhinos players are one 
of the best things that could happen to 

young soccer players in the area. They now 
have someone to look up to and say, ‘I want 
to be a player just like Jimmy Glenn.”” 


To maximize the opportunity for area 
youngsters to experience the finest in soccer 
coaching, the Rhinos conduct their school's at 


various locations around the Rochester area, including Greece, 
Ontario, Hilton, Marion, Irondequoit, and Pittsford. Of the $120 
camper fee, the Rhinos donate $15 per player back to their 


respective house league or travel club as part of the 
Rhinos continuing commitment to youth 
development. 


Camps are only as good as their 
instructors and the Rhinos Soccer School, 
no doubt, has some of the areas best. The 
Rhinos coaching staff, former Rochester 
Lancers, and other area college and High 
School coaches are among the staff that teach 
at the school. 


“With the amount of camps out there, the 

deciding factor is usually instructors,” remarks 
Grow. “We have made sure that ours are highly 
skilled people who not only know the game, but 
can break it down and teach it.” 


A typical day at the soccer school is filled with fun, hard work, and 
excitement. 


“We go for five hours a day, and in that time, the campers move 

from coach to coach, learning a different technique and getting 

different philosophies on how the game,” explains Grow. “They 

learn drills they can do at home and new games they can play with 
their regular team at practice.” 


The soccer tradition in Rochester started 

back in the late 19608 and continued 
throughout the 1970's with the Rochester 
Lancers. Now in the 1990's, the Rhinos 
organization is taking soccer into the next
